In  the  next  room  Mildred  Crews  carried  on  her  classes  in  Botany  and  Zoology.  The  room  was  a  large 
and  airy  one  and  from  the  window  we  saw  Dolor  Tarte  coaching  the  boys  in  football.

Another  advertisement  was  for  a  health  resort  saying,  "Laugh,  boys,  and  grow  fat.  Hysterics,  while  you 
wait.  Win  the  sympathy  of  your  teachers.  Merry  mechanical  laughs  for  use  in  Latin  classes.  Manufactured 
by  Bennie  Wainwright,  demonstrated  by  Alice  Mott." 

In  another  ad,  I  was  surprised  to  learn  that  Roland  Roberts  and  Alice  Makant  were  practising  physicians. 

There  was  also  an  account  of  a  big  field  day  celebration  which  was  to  take  place  soon.  Lucy  Blood  and 
Grace  Foster  were  selling  the  tickets.  Listed  for  the  events  was  Gleason,  who  was  to  take  part  in  the  one 
hundred  yard  dash.  Lawrence  Bond  was  entering  several  trotting  horses  while  Edison  Bresett  was  having 
charge  of  the  baseball  team. 

Under  the  Alumni  notes  I  learned  that  Cordelia  Merriam  was  attorney  for  Maude  Kinder  in  a  breach  of 
promise  suit  against  Alston  Stafford. 

As  we  were  leaving  the  roof  garden  Paul  happened  to  mention  that  Charles  McKenzie  was  head  of  the 
dyeing  department  in  the  Arnold  Print  Works,    that  Robert  Sullivan  was  manager  at  the  Empire  and  that 
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Lloyd  Parker  would  preach  the  following  Sunday  at  the  Methodist  Church  on  "Some  Towers  of  the  Church." 
When  we  reached  the  lower  floor  again  we  chanced  to  sec  Charles  Jayne  with  an  empty  grocery  basket  in 
his  hand  as  he  had  just  been  leaving  supplies.  We  tried  to  talk  to  him  bu1  he  hurriedly  Ihrnsl  a  circular  in 
our  hands  and  said  that  he  was  already  late  for  the  meeting.  This  meeting  evidently  was  for  the  Merchants' 
Association,  for  John  Wylde,  president  of  the  Association  was  to  introduce  Francis  Donovan  who  was  to 
speak  on  "Modern  Methods  of  Manufacturing."  Among  the  other  members  were  Margaret  Buzzell,  Harold 
Crippen,   Edson  Clark,    Maurice  Casey,   Catharine    Mulcare  and    Hoy  Stockwell. 

Before  leaving  Paul,  I  remarked  that  there  were  just  four  more  of  the  class  that  I  would  like  to  hear  about. 
After  a  little,  he  remembered  that  Isabel  Costine  was  a  teacher  in  Pratl  Enstitute  and  that  Doris  Could,  Mary 
Macksey  and  Ella  Jacobs  had  met  their  Prince  Charmings,  but  he  couldn't  quite  remember  their  married 
names. 

I  then  went  home  to  think  over  all  that  had  happened,  only  to  find  a  keener  interesl  in  my  classmates, 
a  deeper  respect  for  the  glories  of  the  Drury  of  today  and  a  profound  reverence  and  love  lor  the  Drnry  of 
yesterday.
